Rhine valley of Germany today, carrying their attacks 100 
miles inside the German border, says an official communica- 
tion issued by the French war office this afternoon. 


This is the second great air raid made by the Allies within 


48 hours, aerial attacks having been delivered all along the line 
on Tuesday when more than 200 bombs and other projectiles 
were hurled upon German supply depots..'

The communication states that all .German counter attacks I 


along the northern end of the battle front have been repulsed. 


At Ludwigshafen, in Bavaria, on the Rhine river, the great 


plant of the Saditsche Aniline ChemicalWorks was destroyed 
by French aviators. Ludwigshafen is .90 miles east of Metz. 
Numerous fires were started by the bombs hurled by the 
French aviators. In six hours the airmen of the raiding fleet 
covered 248 miles.

-"The closing nt the stock ex- 
changes last foil was ono of the fac- 
tors which reduced (he How of both 
domestic and foreign letters anil re^ 
glstered mail, and cut a big hole lu 
postal receipts at the large cities. Mail 
order exchange also was for a time 
seriously restricted. Were it not for 
the parcel.post, the deficit for the first 
naif of the present fiscal year undoubt 
"edly would be much larger.- A1 steady
